W ashington, Ju ly S.—A nation-wide 
m ovement to petition President Taft 
to withdraw' as the republican presi­ 
dential candidate is being backed by 
a large num ber of republican office­ 
holders w ho feel that they face defeat 
in November unless the breach in the 
party can be healed.

tu res *W)itell will elect senators state 
and county officeholders and party 
candidates, 
lf the movement to peti­ 
tion Mr. T aft to withdraw’ succeeds 
in gaining any volume, 
it 
is 
said 
these sam e men, in the interest of 
ptrty harm ony, may ask Col. Roose­ 
velt also to w ithdraw as a prospective 
candidate for an independent nom ina­ 
tion and perm it a com prom ise selec­ 
tion of some man agreeable to both 
factions of the party. 
It is the desire of the prom oter of 
the schem e th at a decision shall be 
reached before August 5, when the 
Roosevelt faction plan to hold a con­ 
vention in Chicago. 
The circulation of petition, it was 
declared today, would sta rt within a
